The schools are intended, primarily, to blend religious train- 
ing with*kindergarten and primary industrial tuition. They were 
opened and maintained chiefly for the benefit of those children who 
are’ unable, during the regular school sessions, to attend classes, 
although no attempt is made to draw an arbitrary line of demarca- 
tion in the matter of matriculation. A practical feature of the move- 
ment is that it includes a school for the negro children of the city. 
Taking them off the streets and giving them, in many instances, an 
opportunity to acquire first knowledge in the vocations for which 
they are fitted, the institution established for their especial benefit 
should accomplish material good. 

Incidentally, the entire innovation marks steady progress in 
that broader interpretation of civic duty to which Atlanta has, in 
recent years, given increasingly intelligent attention.

SPEER REFUSES 


TO TRY HUFF 


Continued From Page One. 


argued that Judge Speer while sitting 
on his porch was “not Judge Emory 
Speer, but just Emory Speer.” The 


'iudge declared in the opening of his 
statement that a conspiracy had been 
i' made against him by sending out 


‘opies of Colonel Huff’s letter broad- 
cast through the land for publication 
in Whe newspapers. 

After discussing the disposition of 
the Huff estate by the court for some 
length, Judge Speer touched on his 
alleged trip to Eagle river, Alaska, in 
company with E. Y. Mallary, one 
of the government’s commissioners 


one of my most intimate friends and 
was one of the first to greet me when 
I came to Macon twenty-eight years 
ago to enter upon my duties as judge 
of this court, and our friendship and 
intimacy has never been broken. At 
the time Mr. Huff states that I made 
a mad and ravenous rush upon Mr, 
Proudfit, why, he was my referee in 
bankruptcy, a position to which I had 
appointed him—and from which I trust 
he has received several thousand doli- 
lars per annum from 1888 down to the 
present time. I did not play as he 
States, ‘the judicial bully towards Mr. 
Proudfit’ and Mr. Proudfit knows that 
to be true and I am entirely willing 
for him to answer on that subject. 

“Nor would I have been alarmed by 
any of the list of able lawyers, Messrs. 
Rube Arnold, Alex. Lawrence and a 
number of others mentioned by him, 
with whom he said I would have as 
soon engaged as with a rattlesnake, 
I have encountered all or most all of 
those distinguished lawyers. Only one 
ever gave any offense to the court and 
in a very few seconds he had to pay 
$100 for it. 


Dignity of Court. 


“He says, ‘How can a court without 
dignity be offended?’ Is my court 
without dignity? ‘If you seek his monu- 
ment, look around you. If you. in- 
quire whether my court Is without 
dignity, look around you at this vast 
audience, absolutely silent and deco- 
rious in the presence, not of the man, 
but of the majesty of the court and of 
the law. 

“He asks, don’t I think my rush on 
Proudfit is. the worst thing I ever did, 
and if on sober second thought I! will 
not admit that it was the worst thing 
I ever did. I will admit that it was as 
bad as anything I ever did, but then 
I mid not do it all. 


Huff's Former Letter. 


“He complains bitterly of my letter 
in reply @ his of March 1, 1907. In 
that letter of March 1, appreciating as 
he does his wonderful skill with the 
pen, he wrote me that he had his pen 
and with that he intended to pursue 
me and to punish me for my judicial 
action in this case. And in the most 
moderate and kindly manner in the 
world I reminded .him that he was a 
party to the case, and that the court 
had personal judisdiction of him, that 
it was his duty to treat the court with 
respect and that if he failed to do so 
he might get into trouble, and does 
not this seem proof that it was true. 
Need I say more? 

“He speaks of that ‘cold-blooded, 
cruel receiver, Clem P. Steed’—a no- 
bler, kindlier, Christian gentleman 
never lived—and speaks of him as 
dominated by the most brutal of law- 
yers, by whom he means. the late 
learned, and I might almost say illus- 
trious, Olin J. Wimberly. 

“Me, he terms a cowardly assassin 
and declares that he feels it to be 


as much his religious duty to resist 
my assaults as it would be to shoot 
down a burglar. 


“T have not deserved this at his 


hands. ~d have done nothing but to 


proceed in an orderly, regular, quiet, 


and moderate way, as judge of this 


court, in obedience to the pleas of his 


creditors, to assist as far as I could 


in the céllection of their debts, not 


one dollar of which has ever been 
disputed. 


“No Family Bank.” 
“He speaks of m ‘family bank.’ 


Why, I have no family bank. I have’ 


no bank at all. I] have no interest in 


any bank in the world. It is true 


that.a brother-in-law of mine is vice 
president of a bank, and that bank 
was selected by the secretary of the 
treasury of the United States and 
made and designated a general de- 
posttory for public moneys in this 


city. Finding that to be true, and that 


being the only bank thus designated 
in this city, by order, 1 made it the 
registry of the court. 

“Mr. Huff complains that T have not 
ordered this bank to pay interest on 
the fund that has been deposited there. 
Money in the registry of the court 
never pays interest. I have held many 
millions of dollars through the regis- 
try of the court in Savannah, and I 
have never known of one farthing of 
interest to be paid upon any money 
deposited in the registry of the court. 

“Had a Macon bank nof been ap- 
pointed registry all the money collect- 
ed by the court which is there depos- 
ited and in the business of the bank 
circulated among the citizens of Ma- 
con, must have been sent to Savannah 
and circulated among the citizens of 
Savannah, with a large additiona] ex- 
pense for exchange to every Macon 
man who had to draw a check upon 
that registry. 

“As to the funds pald to officers 
of the court, whom he terms my pets 
and friends and hirelings, there has 
been no money paid except to Mrs. 
Steed, the relict of Clem Steed, and ex- 
cept to the receivers and commission- 
ers who have sold the property, and 
a small payment to the master, who 
reported upon their fees, and to Mr. 
Talley, the standing master in chan- 
cery, who has done an immense deal 
of work in this great volume of liti- 
gation, running through a number of 
years. And not one dollar of those 
funds have been paid until there was 
a judicial inquiry by competent mas- 
ters, and in no case; was the report 
of such master excepted to. 

“As to the master who made the 
principal finding, I sought that honest, 
eminent and learned man. the. Hon. 
Andrew J. Cobb, living in Athens, my 
old home town, and lately .associate 
justice of the supreme court of. Geor- 
gia. Mr. Talley was appointed master 
long before he was connected In part- 
nership with any member of my fam- 
ily—before I had any such member 
in my family he was appointed stand- 
ing master in chancery by Judges 
Pardee and McCormick myself.  as- 
senting thereto, and I have no right to 
deprive him of the righteous emolu- 
mentsvof his office, thus bestowed upon 
him by two circuit judges and by my- 
self ag district judge concurring 
therein. 

Eagle River Trip. 


“He asks me to determine whether 
the receiver took me to Eagle river, 
Alaska, or whether I| took the receiver 
there, and who paid my fare, and who 
paid tNe fare particularly upon the 
bear skin. I was not aware Colonel 
Huff was so intimate with trifling 
matters about my household, but I 
learn it now.

“When I took charge of the estate it | 
was found to be absolutely insolvent. | 


That was the report of the standing 
master and the finding of this court 


was affirmed by th- circuit court of | 


appeals upon that question. I would 
not have had #risdiction if the estate 
had not been insolvent. It was utter- 
ly insolvent ‘and’ under the manage- 
ment of the court that: property has 
increased 100 per cent, and instead of 
being an insolvent man, Mr. Huff is 
now, by the management of this court, 
able to pay alb his creditors dollar for 
dollar. princip and tnterest, and un- 
less he fritters the balance away in 
some manner, will have a substantial 
balance for himself. 


“The property was not sold at a} 
sacrifice. All of. it brought much lar- | 


ger sums than he had agreed to take 
for it. This was done at public sale 
after full advertisement with oOppor- 
tunity for everybody to bid. He had 
agreed to take $50,000 for his Vine- 
ville property. Under the sale by the 
court it brought $70,000. 


Picture in Paper. 


“Complaint is also made about the. 


exercises in Albany upon the opening 
of court there and the printing of my 
picture in the Albany paper.

2,000 WHITE MEN 


SEARCH FOR NEGRO 


In a Week Black Has Killed 
Two Officers—Fourteen 
Negroes Jailed. 


Clarksville, Texas, July 31.—Foure 
teen negroes are in jall here today and 
about 2,000 white men are searching 
for another negro, Leonard Potts, who 
Within a week has killed two Texas 
Officers. His latest victim was Sheriff 
Charles Stevens, of this city, wham he 
shot last night. 

It is reported here that Potts !s gur- 
rounded on Feters prairie, four miles 
Southeast of here. Dozens of armed 
men have been rushed there to assist 
the posses in beating up the prairie 
for the black. 

To “wait and see what we do with 
them,” is the repeatedly expressed 
temper of the searchers in regard to 
the fourteen blacks in jail who are 
under suspicion of knowing something 
about Potts’ movements. Some of the 
imprisoned negroes are believed to be 
in danger of violence unless Potts is 
caught or their own innocence of at- 
tempts to hide Potts is quickly estab- 
lished. 

Not only are posses. searching the 
country outside of Clarksville this 
forenoon, but the majority of ths 
searchers are working on the theory 
that Potts is hiding in the city. 
Guards are placed on every train as it 
pulls out of Clarksville, to remain 
until satisfied that no negro resem- 
bling Potts is aboard. A  houge-to- 
house search of the negro quarter is 
under way.

Off—General Mena 
Heads Retels. 


Washington, July 323.—A new revo- 
lution has broken out in Nicaragua. 

Captain Terhune, of the gunbort An- 
napolis, at San Juan del Sur, today 
telegraphed the navy department that 
Managua, the capital, was attacked on 
July 9 and is now cut off from com- 
munication. 

General Mena led the uprising on 
July 29, when his resignation as minis- 
ter of War was demanded by President 
Diaz.
